DETECTION., 


PIONFER FRENCH TOLICE CHTEP. 
a ; 

The unending combat between 
criminals und the defenders of acciety 
hes in recent years hecome a real 
acientific war, ‘New discoveries are 
arsimilated with amazing rapidity ky 
the up-to-date criminal, and the 
policerran must keep “at the page” 
or confess himself impotent to protect 
or avenge. 

Jn most countries there are more or 
fees sericus attempts to help the police 
to outdistance in knowledge and 
weapons the experts in crime. Jn 
France especially, police laboratories 
and echools are taken seriously. 
all the ectablishmenta of this eort 
with which the country is endowed 
the most famous and probably the 
moat ¢ ficient is that of Lyons, where 
the brilliant Dr. Locard is in charge. 
Though still ccmparatively young, he 
is already well advanced in his life’s 
ambition—to lay the bases for a co- 
ordinated and complete acience of 
crime detection. 

Tam able to give a sketch of the 
main heads of what is likely in the 
near future—at any apy rate if the 
hopes of Dr. Locard be fulfilled— 
to become an exact ecience for the 
positive and unquestionable identific- 
ation of handwriting, no matter how 
cleverly dieguised. It may be recalled 
in thie conpection that it was Dr. 
Locard, by his expert examination of 
the anonymous letters of Tulle, in the 
“Tiger Eye Case,” who finally solved 
the myatery, and brouglt the odiourly 
clever atd perverted young woman 
responsible to justice. ; 

Tho principal classes of case which 
the handwriting expert is called on to 
solve are:— , 

1, Erasion, or scratching. 
2. Burcharge. ae 
3. Forgery by tracing. 

4. Freehand forgery.

This 
prediction was tested at the total 
eclipse of the sun on May 29, 191% 
when British astronomers who had 
gono to Suuth America for the special 
purpose photographed the stars in the 
neighbourhoud of the sun during the

To-morrow’ tclipre is expected tu’ 
give conclusive proof that there is an 
essential relationsbip between light 
aud gravitation, The belt over which 
the eclipse is total runs through tte 
Maldive Yelands, scross Christmas 
Ysland, and across Australia from the 
‘north-west coass in a south westerly 
direction. This belt is cnly about 
100 miles bread. For the past 
six months a British expedition, 
armed with extremely valuatl- 
instruments, has been making 
oureful preparations on Christmas 
Taland ta eecure four photographs 
during the three and a balf minutes 
tre eclipse will bs total there. The 
telcscopa will be driven by clockwork 
ao as to follow the motion of the 
stare. This clockwork will be con- 
trolled by an ingenious electrical 
tlevice which will reveal ao irrsgu'arity 
of one fortieth of a second and enable 
itto be instantly correoted. There are 
also an expedit‘on from India to the 
Maldive Islands, a combined Dutch 
and German one to Christmas Island, 
and an American one to the north- 
weat coast of Australia. 

These observations will be very 
important, because there is. not 
another eclipse auitable-for securing 
the same results for many. years, 
How delicate is the work whiob must be 


accomplished withio the few minutes 
that the-eclipse will last is sbown by 
the statement that for the atar nearest 
the sun the actual displacement wil] 
not exceed one two thousandth part 
of an inch. The reeults, while they 
will have deep importance for the 
scientist and the philosopher, will not 
affect every day methods of thouglit, 
since Einstein’s theory (as one ctit:c 
has noted) involves extraordinary 
paradoxes shose enuvication sounds 
to our limited three-dimensional 
intelligonces like utter nonsense,” 
is .

5-FOOT LEAP ACROSS LANE, 


JAIL WALL TO NARRED WINDOW. 


— 


A daring escape from tho Old Jail 
on the West side of the Old Bailey in 
‘broad daylight waa mado this morning. 

The first intimation the jail 
authorities received of the prisoner's 
escape was furnished shortly after 
nine o'clock = =by Mr. Mok 
Chia-kwong, who resides in the old 
Lusitano Club building in Shellvy 
Stree’, 

Mr, Mok’s ecrvants havo their quar- 
tere sparated from the north wall of 
the jal by. a 5-foot lane at the 
end of which is on iron gate 
which is always kept closed and 
faatened with a chain aud a large 
padlock, They reported to him 
that they had 
dressed. in prisoner'a clothing 
jump across to the kitchen 
window from the jail wall. Letting 
himeelf down into the lane, he had 
discarded his prison garb. He: had 
then climbed over the iron gate: 
and mode off down another lane 
into Staunton Street where he turned 
to the le't ond ran towards Bridges 
Street, 

As soon ag the information was re- 
ecived in the Central .Potico Station, 
cetectives were sent out in the direo- 
tion indicated by Mr. Mok. Mr, 
Franks, the Superintendent of the 
Jail was notified, ands muster of all, 
the prisoners in the old jail was im- 
modiately made, It was then 
discovered that the escaped prisoner’ 
was a young man named Wong Yau, 
27 yeate of age, a nativa of Tongkun, 
who had been santenced on Septem- 
ber 9 to three monthe hard labour for 
having entered certain premises with 
felonious intent. 

How the fugitive gained the top of 
the 18-foot wall from the inside of the 
jail, and how be managed to get away 
unobeerved’ in broad daylight, sre 
both mysteries.
